WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  President  Reagan’s 
economic  program  Tuesday  faced  its  first  test  on  either 
floor  of  Congress  as  the  Senate  took  up,  then  delayed, 
his  proposed  elimination  of  an  April  1  hike  in  dairy  price 
supports. 

A  planned  vote  on  the  measure  was  put  off  when  the 
Republican  majority  failed  to  muster  enough  strength  to 
reject  proposed  amendments  out  of  hand.  Majority 
Leader  Howard  Baker  Jr.  of  Tennessee  called  off  any 
further  roll  calls,  apparently  in  a  bid  to  regroup  GOP 
forces  for  another  attempt  Wednesday. 

Sen.  Jesse  Helms,  R-N.C.,  told  his  colleagues  the  vote 
was  a  chance  to  send  the  electorate  a  “direct  signal” 
that  they  are  serious  about  bringing  federal  spending 
under  control. 

The  proposal  to  repeal  the  scheduled  April  1  boost  in 
dairy  supports  would  save  $147  million  in  this  year’s 
federal  budget. 

Unless  both  houses  of  Congress  act,  the  support  price 
will  go  up  88  cents  April  1  to  $13.68  per  100  pounds  of  the 
milk  used  to  make  butter,  cheese  and  non-fat  dry  milk. 
The  government  buys  butter,  cheese  and  powdered  milk 
at  rates  that  enable  the  processor  to  pay  the  farmer  no 
less  than  the  support  price.

If  the  increase  were  to  take  effect,  Agriculture  Depart¬ 
ment  officials  say,  consumers  could  expect  to  pay  an  ex¬ 
tra  7  1/2  cents  for  a  gallon  of  milk,  about  a  dime  more  for 
a  pound  of  butter  and  an  additional  9  cents  for  a  pound 
of  cheese. 

Helms,  the  chairman  of  the  Senate  Agriculture  Com¬ 
mittee,  said  if  the  legislation  “is  not  adopted,  the  entire 
dairy  price  support  program  might  be  threatened  by  the 
unnecessarily  high  cost  that  will  surely  result,”  he  said. 

Sen.  Walter  Huddleston,  D-Ky.,  noting  the  repeal 
legislation  is  the  first  budget-cutting  measure  to  come 
up  in  the  Senate,  said,  “I  hope  it’s  not  prophetic  that  the 
first  ax  falls  on  the  farmers  of  the  United  States.” 

The  administration  says  it  wants  the  April  1  increase 
skipped  to  slow  the  rise  in  government  purchases  of  sur¬ 
plus  dairy  products,  slow  the  decline  in  milk  consump¬ 
tion  and  give  farmers  a  more  accurate  view  of  how  much 
milk  the  market  can  bear. 

Late  last  month,  administration  figures  show,  the 
government  owned  355  million  pounds  of  butter,  253 
million  pounds  of  cheese  and  575  million  pounds  of  non¬ 
fat  dry  milk.  In  January,  the  government  bought  49  per¬ 
cent  of  all  the  butter  produced  in  the  United  States.

“You  can  imagine  how  many  challenges  we’ll  get 
now,”  said  Mary  Churchill,  a  spokeswoman  at  the  ETS 
headquarters  here. 

Last  fall’s  PSAT  was  the  first  under  a  new  ETS  policy 
of  sending  students  a  copy  of  their  tests  and  the  answer 
key.  Previously,  students  only  received  their  scores. 

When  Lowen  received  his  results  in  late  December,  he 
was  surprised  that  he  had  been  marked  wrong  on  a 
geometry  problem  involving  two  pyramids. 

He  and  his  father  Douglas  Lowen,  a  mechanical 
engineer  with  the  space  shuttle  program  in  Cape 
Canaveral,  Fla.,  called  ETS  and  asked  that  his  answer 
be  double-checked. 

The  test  question  asked  how  many  sides  there  would 
be  in  a  figure  formed  when  two  pyramids  were  attached: 
one  with  a  three-sided  base  and  one  with  a  four-sided 
base. 

ETS  said  seven,  but  the  Lowens  argued  that  the 
answer  was  five. 

“It  was  just  geometry,”  the  elder  Lowen  said.  “When 
you  put  them  up  to  one  another,  two  pairs  of  other  sides 
match  up.  When  they  made  a  problem,  they  didn’t 
think  they  would  match  up  and  become  one  side.”

Indians  learn  skills 


This  year’s  Indian  Week,  which 
began  Monday  and  will  run  through 
Thursday,  features  a  variety  of  ac¬ 
tivities  dealing  with  Indian 
problems,  culture  and  entertain¬ 
ment. 

The  conference  is  providing  an 
opportunity  for  the  Indian  people  to 
have  an  intensified  training 
program  which  will  encourage  them 
to  go  back  to  their  tribes  and  utilize 
the  new  skills  they  have  learned, 
said  Howard  T.  Rainer,  assistant  to 
the  director  of  American  Indian  Ser- 


This  is  the  ninth  annual  Indian 
Conference  BYU  has  held,  Rainer 
said.  It  was  the  Indian  people  who 
initiated  it  because  they  wanted  to 
get  together  and  share  common 
development  problems,  he  said. 

“They  (the  Indians)  are  beginn¬ 
ing  to  see  we  are  a  legitimate 
program  that  can  provide  services 
and  programs  for  the  Indian  peo¬ 
ple,”  said  Rainer. 

Three-fourths  of  the  Indians  who 
attend  the  annual  conference  are 
not  members  of  the  LDS  church, 
and  “they’re  extremely  pleased  at 
the  reception  they  get,”  he  said. 


The  conference  is  an  excellent  op¬ 
portunity  for  LDS  people  to  meet 
Indian  people  and  generate  positive 
attitudes  for  BYU  and  the  Indians, 
said  Rainer. 

The  public  as  well  as  students 
and  faculty  are  invited  to  attend  the 
conference  workshops  and  ac¬ 
tivities,  he  said. 

Rainer  said  he’s  not  sure  if  the 
department  of  Indian  services  can 
meet  the  growing  needs  of  the  peo¬ 
ple  at  the  annual  Conferences,  since 
participation  increases  each  year. 
The  challenge  is  not  to  have  so 
many  they  can’t  handle  them  effec¬ 
tively,  he  said.

WASHINGTON 
(AP)  —  Senate  budget 
writers  began  wielding 
their  ax  against  federal 
spending  Tuesday, 
recommending  nearly 
$12.5  billion  dollars  in 
cuts  from  programs 
ranging  from  Amtrak  to 
the  Peace  Coips  and 
the  Postal  Service. 

Beginning  its  review 
of  President  Reagan’s 
call  for  $48.6  billion  in 
1982  spending  reduc¬ 
tions,  the  Budget  Com¬ 
mittee  showed  an 
eagerness  to  back  the 
administration  vir¬ 
tually  down  the  line. 

It  voted  to  support 
Reagan’s  proposal  to 
reduce  federal  subsidies 
to  the  Postal  Service  by 
nearly  $1  billion  in  1982 
and  to  recommend  im¬ 
plementation  of  the 
president’s  revised 
federal  pay  system  at  a 
savings  estimated  at 
nearly  $3.7  billion  next 
year  alone. 


Basic  Educational  Opportunity  Grant  applica¬ 
tions  for  Fall  1981  have  been  frozen  by  the  federal 

fovemment,  according  to  the  director  of  BYU’s 
'inancial  Aids  Office. 

Director  Ford  Stevenson  said  students  can  still 
submit  their  applications,  but  BEOG  offices  will 
not  begin  processing  them  again  until  the  new 
guidelines  have  been  established. 

Stevenson  said  one  of  the  proposed  federal 
budget  cuts  President  Ronald  Reagan  has  sub¬ 
mitted  asks  that  college  students  be  required  to 
contribute  $750  a  year  for  their  education  before 
being  given  a  BEOG.  Currently,  no  such  con- 
tribrution  is  needed  to  receive  a  federal  grant. 

Stevenson  said  T.H.  Bell,  U.S.  secretary  of 
education,  predicts  a  decision  will  be  reached  by 
April  and  that  forms  will  begin  being  processed 
again  six  weeks  after  that.  By  that  time,  there 
will  be  a  tremendous  backlog  of  applications,  he 
added.

Padilla  upsets

Doug  Padilla  has  been  running  for  four  years  in 
the  shadow  of  a  world-class  runner  who  has  been 
three-time  NCAA  champion  miler,  Olympic 
silver  medalist  in  the  5,000-meter  run,  NCAA 
outdoor  champion  in  10,000-meters  in  1979-80 
and  5,000-meters  in  1980. 

But  Saturday  Padilla  stepped  from  the  shadow 
of  Suleiman  Nyambui  to  receive  the  1981  NCAA 
two-mile  crown. 

Padilla,  who  stands  5-foot-8,  said  he  “has 
never  done  much  in  indoor  track  competition,” 
but  blossomed  this  season  to  finish  first  in  the 
two-mile,  ahead  of  Nyambui  of  UTEP,  and 
second  to  Nyambui  in  the  mile  run  at  the  NCAA 
Championships  Saturday. 

The  national  title  in  the  two-mile  came  just 
one  week  after  Padilla  captured  first  place  in  the 
mile  and  two-mile  events  in  the  WAC  Cham¬ 
pionships. 

Before  this  year  he  had  finished  no  higher  than 
fourth  in  the  WAC  in  the  two-mile  and  sixth  in 
the  NCAA  outdoor  5,000-meters. 

Padilla,  a  senior  from  San  Leandro,  Calif.,  ma¬ 
joring  in  electrical  engineering,  “has  had  a  fan¬ 
tastic  season,”  said  Sherald  James,  assistant 
.  track  coach. 

;  Before  the  NCAA  Championships,  Padilla  had 
■  finished  with  numerous  firsts  and  turned  in  the 
second  fastest  collegiate  mile  of  the  season  with  a 
time  of  3  minutes  56.6  seconds  at  the  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  Examiner  Meet. 

The  NCAA  meet  brought  Padilla  and  Nyam¬ 
bui  together  for  a  final  showdown  in  the  indoor 
mile  and  two-mile  races. 

According  to  Padilla,  he  had  beaten  Nyambui 
only  twice  before,  in  the  Sunkist  Invitational  and 
in  the  WAC  Championships,  but  he  said  the 
NCAA  Championships  brought  more  pressure 
physically  and  emotionally  than  any  earlier  com¬ 
petition. 

“I  had  to  sit  around  and  watch  everyone  on  Fri¬ 
day  and  Saturday  before  the  race  began,”  Padilla 
said,  “so  the  mental  pressure  just  kept  growing.” 

He  continued,  “If  I  had  to  go  thrpugh  the 
pressure  again  I  wouldn’t  do  it.  I  don’t  know  why, 

I  just  wouldn’t.” 

When  questioned  further,  Padilla  explained, 

“Nyambui  is  a  champion  who  had  only  had  one 
American  beat  him  besides  me.  Knowing  the

Padilla  said  after  winning  the  two-mile  title  it

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Legal,  media  experts 

Cameras  in  courtroom  discussed

Allowing  cameras  in  the  courtroom  would  have 
a  variety  of  beneficial  and  detrimental  affects  on 
the  administration  of  justice  in  the  United 
States,  a  panel  of  legal  and  media  experts  said 
Tuesday. 

The  discussion  was  sponsored  by  the  BYU  stu¬ 
dent  chapter  of  The  Society  of  Professional  Jour¬ 
nalists/Sigma  Delta  Chi  in  observance  of 
National  Freedom  of  Information  Week,  March 
16  to  20. 

Legal  and  media  experts  from  Utah  Valley 
proposed  arguments  opposing  and  supporting  an 
experiment  being  considered  by  the  Utah 
Supreme  Court,  which  would  allow  television 
and  still  photography  inside  courtrooms  on  a  trial 
basis  for  one  year. 

The  petition  was  prepared  by  Randy  L.  Dryer, 
a  Salt  Lake  City  attorney,  who  also  served  as  the 
discussion  moderator. 

Noall  Wootton,  Utah  County  prosecuting  at¬ 
torney,  spoke  first.  He  cited  an  experience  he  had 
before  the  board  of  pardons  during  which  he 
found  the  use  of  cameras  awkward  and  disrup¬ 
tive. 

“I  am  apprehensive  that  the  court  cannot  work 
With  cameras,”  Wootton  said.  “In  my  experience, 
I  found  the  cameras  did  get  in  the  way,  distracted 
me,  distracted  my  witnesses  and  had  adverse  ef¬ 
fects  on  the  jurors.” 

Wootton  cited  a  fear  that  witnesses,  when 
placed  before  cameras,  may  act  unnaturally. 

George  E.  Ballif,  4th  District  Court  judge,  ad¬ 
dressed  the  question  from  the  viewpoint  of  the 
bench.  Ballif  said  a  survey  was  conducted  among 


judges  in  which  14  out  of  18  respondents  were  op¬ 
posed  to  allowing  cameras  in  the  courtroom. 

“None  of  my  colleagues  or  myself  want  to  keep 
knowledge  of  the  justice  system  from  the  public,” 
Ballif  said.  “But  we  don’t  want  the  right  to  a  fair 
trial  jeopardized.” 

Ballif  said  the  allowance  of  electronic  media  in 
the  courtroom  would  add  additional  respon¬ 
sibility  to  the  trial  judge  to  insure  due  process  of 
law  and  fair  trial  by  an  impartial  jury,  as  guaran¬ 
teed  by  the  Sixth  Amendment. 

Ballif  said  the  proposed  experiment  was  “over¬ 
broad.” 

“I  think  the  one-year  pilot  program  is 
reasonable,”  Ballif  said.  “But  I  believe  there  has 
to  be  a  revision  of  the  existing  canons  (of  the  peti¬ 
tion).” 

William  Smart,  editor/general  manager  of  the 
Deseret  News,  said  cameras  in  the  courtroom 
would  not  significantly  decrease  the  quality  of 
justice. 

“I  think  we  should  stop  making  a  fuss  and  set 
aside  our  45-year-old  image  of  the  media,”  Smart

courtroom  without  creating  disturbance,  Smart 
said.  He  cited  an  experiment  conducted  by  Judge 
Christopherson  of  Logan,  in  which  cameras  were 
allowed  in  the  courtroom  under  controlled  condi¬ 
tions. 

“There  were  100  pictures  taken  during  that 
trial  and  no  one  could  tell  when  they  were 
taken,”  Smart  said.  He  said  there  was  no  distur¬ 
bance  in  the  courtroom  and  no  need  to  modify 
the  courtroom  to  accommodate  the  electronic  e- 
quipment. 

Utah  has  a  history  of  mutual  respect  and  trust 
between  the  bench,  bar  and  media,  Smart  said. 

“If  any  state  can  try  it,  Utah  can,”  he  said.

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Ernie  Ford,  managing  editor  of  KSL- 
Television,  explained  why  cameras  in  the  cour¬ 
troom  would  be  a  benefit  to  the  public. 

“It  would  allow  wider  access  to  the  courtroom, 
especially  with  cable  technology  and  specialized 
television,”  Ford  said.  “It  would  help  the  public 
develop  a  better  understanding  of  the  justice 
system  and  it  would  aid  in  reporting  trials. 
Reporting  would  be  easier  and  more  accurate.” 


Financial  office  not  so  bad 
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The  financial  services  office  has  clarified  its  placed,  we  will  accept  only  a  bank  or  cashier’s 


policy  on  personal  checks,  because  of  a  misun¬ 
derstanding  caused  by  a  recent  Daily  Universe 
editorial. 

The  editorial  was  a  satire  based  on  the  ex¬ 
periences  of  a  student  who  had  problems  clearing 
up  misunderstandings  about  a  bill  for  a  missed 
appointment  at  the  Health  Center. 

“We  do  accept  personal  checks  from  stu¬ 
dents,”  said  Ferrin  Orton,  assistant  treasurer. 

“The  reason  we  wouldn’t  accept  a  check  from 
the  student  involved  was  he  had  a  financial  hold 


check  or  government  postal  orders,”  he  said. 
The  student’s  difficulties  began  when  the 
Health  Center  inadvertently  made  two  different 
billings  ($2  each)  for  the  same  missed  appoint¬ 
ment  in  November  1979. 

Because  the  student  did  not  pay  his  bill  within 
three  months  and  after  warning  letters  were 
mailed  without  result,  on  Feb.  28,  1980,  a  finan¬ 
cial  hold  was  placed  and  an  additional  $2  fee  was 
assessed,  bringing  the  total  to  $6. 

On  March  10  the  student  paid  $4  in  cash  at  the 


placed  against  him  because  he  was  three  months  office.  “He  possibly  had  not  yet  received  the 
delinquent  in  paying  his  bill.  When  a  hold  is  notice  of  financial  hold  in  the  mail,”  Orton  said. 

The  financial  services  office  informed  him  his 
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bill  had  been  for  a  total  of  $6.  The  student' sent 
back  a  letter  and  a  check  March  19  for  $6.25  (he 
said  to  cover  the  bill  plus  an  extra  25  cents  for  the 
“two-bit  brain”  who  sent  it).  Orton  said  the  let¬ 
ter’s  language  was  so  strong  it  was  referred  to 
standards. 

The  student  had  paid  a  total  of  $10.25.  In 
April,  BYU  sent  a  check  to  the  student  for  $4.25. 
In  June  the  accounts  receivable  office  discovered 
the  double  billing  and  sent  the  student  another 
check  for  $2.
